The man and woman who were in 


Lima for several days Imposing upon 
the charitable people of the city, and 
who were exposed by the TUBS 
DKMOCBAT last Monday, did not 
go to Dayton, as they said they were 
but stopped at Piqna to practice 
their dishonest methods. While In 
this city tbey were registered at one 
of Lima's best hotels as Mr. and Mrs. iag, 
W. J. Chase, of Rochester. But at 
Plqua they passed under a different 
name. 
They practiced their same 


methods at Piqna as tbey did in this 
city, but had to leave that city also 


they were exposed by the 


editor of a Piqna paper wbo had 
learned of a couple begging at that 
place and suspected fraud when be 
read tbe account In the TIMBS-DISM- 
OCEAT of a couple who made money 
in this city by fraudulent means. 
Investigation proved tbat tbey were 
the same parties that so successfully 
worked upon the sympathy of the 
generous hearted ladies of this city 
The woman's story at Piqna was sim- 
ilar to the one she presented to the 
people ot this city. 
Sbe related the same sorrowful 
tale, that was intended to work on 
the sympathies of tbe women. She 
said her home was in Cincinnati and 
that with five other girls bad gone to 
Detroit, Mich , to accept positions in 
a large tailoring establishment. On 
arriving at Detroit they found that 
there were positions for only three of 
them. To enable them to Ret home 
the head of tbe establishment had 
supplied them with a quantity ot 
toilet soap to sell and by tbat means 
be enabled to earn enough to work 
their way home.
